On  October  2, 1929,  Enuoa  Goldman  accq>ted  the  terin&  ot  Alfred  A. 
Knopfs  contract  to  publish  her  autobiography.  Her  firiend  and  attorney 
Arthur  Leonard  Ross,  who  had  negotiated  on  her  behalf  wired  her  to  "put  all 
business  behind  you  and  gel  to  work  on  [the]  manuscrip  I  ^  0/2/31).  Until  its 
publieation  two  years  later,  Goldman  devoted  ahnost  all  her  energy  to  her 
autobiography,  writing  and  revising  the  manuscript  in  Pari^^  iui  liic  ui^i  <^i^n 
months  of  this  period  and  finishing  it  at  her  cottage  in  St.  Tropez. 

Goldman  continued  to  find  writing  arduous.  By  May  1930,  she  reported 
to  Robs  feeling  "mentally  worn  out  and  simply  not  in  a  condition  to  continue 
writing**  (S/2/30).  She  proposed  to  Knqpf  that  she  end  the  already  lengthy 
manuscript  with  her  arrival  in  Russia  in  January  1920.  He  insisted,  however, 
that  she  abide  by  her  original  agreement  to  bring  her  life  story  iq>  to  the 
present.  Grudgingly,  Goldman  acquiesced.  In  February  1931  she  mailed  the 
last  installment  of  her  aianuscrq>t,  which  c(»q>rised  a  long  chfq[>ter  on  her 
experiences  in  Russia  and  a  short  account  of  her  subsequent  years  of  exile. 
With  the  additional  material  on  the  previous  decade  of  her  life,  the 
autobio^aphy  ran  to  nearly  one  thousand  Qrpeset  pages,  prompting  kiiupi  to 
publish  it  in  two  voluines.  Mach  to  Goldman's  consternation,  the  price  was 
set  at  $7.50  instead  of  the  $5.00  previously  specified  in  the  contract.  Goldman 
fbared  that  the  higher  price  would  put  the  book  beyond  the  reach  of  most  of 
her  readership^  e^>ecially  m  depression-ravaged  America. 

While  finishing  her  autobiography,  0(ddman  continued  to  receive  moral 
support  and  practical  assistance  from  friends  and  comrades.  Among  others, 
Agnes  Inglis,  W.  S.  Van  Valkenburgh,  Alexander  Berkman,  Ben  Reitman, 
Leon  Maimed,  and  Max  Nettlau  supplied  documentation  and  factual 
information  to  aid  her  writing.  Ross  and  her  nephew  Saxe  Commins  lent 
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moral  suppon  tor  her  pi  uject,  as  did  most  of  her  corre^ndents.  Not  all  her  V  j 
Gonespondence  related  to  her  autobiography,  however.  Because  she  attached 
agreatdeal  of  importance  to  keeping  m  touch  with  her  wide  networkof  friends 
in  America  and  Europe,  much  of  the  oorre^ndence  to  and  from  Goldman  is 
of  a  quite  personal  nature,  irrequent  and  cmment  correspondciUs  hi  thus 
period  include  the  distinguished  journalists  H.  L.  Mracken  and  Uncoln 
Steffens;  Theodore  Dreiser;  bveiyn  Scott,  a  writer  and  ciose  tnend,  Roger 
Baldwin  of  the  American  Civil  Uberties  Union;  and  Henry  Alsberg,  a 

journalist  and  human  rights  activist 

Few  events  during  this  period  competed  in  unportance  with  the 
completion  of  her  autobiography,  though  in  March  193U  the  French 
government  revived  an  old  expulsion  order  against  her.  With  the  assistance 
of  the  eminent  French  lawyer  Henri  Torres,  Goldcpan  successfully  fought  the 
order.  Two  months  later,  anoiiici  expulsion  ordei  iurced  Berkman  to  leave 
the  country  for  a  few  weeks.  For  the  next  year  and  a  half,  Goldman  he^ed 
ralfypronunent  European  and  American  iniciicctuab  iupcrs.uadc  the  French 
government  to  grant  Berkman  the  right  to  residency  in  France.  Goldman's 
absorption  in  her  autobiogrs^hy  somewhat  dinumshed  her  interest  la  curr  cm 
affairs.  Rudolf  Rocker  kept  her  informed  of  German/s  drift  to  the  right  amid 
its  continuing  economic  crisis  and  of  the  growing  suength  oi  the  anarchist 
movement  in  Spate,  adding  his  enthusiasm  for  its  prospects  to  dispel  her  initial 
skepticism.  Her  autobk>v^fay  finally  conq;>leted,  she  contemplated  her 
fiiture,  writing  to  Rocker,  "I  simply  can  not  face  the  possibility  of  ending  my 
days  here  puddling  about  in  my  garden....  I  can  see  no  hope  of  acthdiy  for 
n^self  in  Europe,  unless  there  is  one  for  me  in  Spain"  (6/2(V31).

Dear  Miss  Goldman, 

I  iave  been  putting  off  literally  froa  day  to  day,  anamring  your 
kind  letter  of  Uarch  twenty-first,  because  1  didn't  wont  to  write  until  I  bad  aone- 
thing  very  definite  to  tell  you.  Mr.  Burton,  as  I  think  you  know,  left  our  employ 
a  good  many  months  ago  and  as  be  is  vexy  busy  indeed  in  his  new  work  with  the  Mac- 
fadden  Publications,  be  has  naturally  been  some  time  completing  his  editing  of  the 
last  part  of  your  manuscript.  It  would  have  been  hopeless  to  ask  anyone  else  to  do 
it  since  Mr.  Burton  had  done  all  of  the  first  part. 

Now  it  seems  to  mo  to  be  very  important  indeed  that  your  book  should 
appear  this  Fall  and  not  any  longer  be  i^ostponed.    For  one  thing,  we  have  hid  a 
good  deal  of  money  and  labor  tied  up  in  it  all  these  years;  for  another,  things 
change  so  fast  now  that  holding  the  uook  over  until  next  year  might  involve  us  all 
in  further  work  in  connection  with  it.    I  am  sure  you  will  agree  that  it  ought  to 
come  out  this  Fall.    This  being  so,  there  literacy  isnU  time  for  us  to  Mnd  the 
manuscript  to  you  and  get  it  back  before  setting  it.    Th©  risk  of  a  delay  would  be 
very  great  and  the  risK  of  losing  the  manuscript  something  3impl7  too  horrible^  to 
contemplate. 

I  am  therefore  putting  the  balance  of  the  book  in  type  at  once  and 
will  be  sending  first  proofs  to  Mr.  Commins  immediately^  Miss  Aaron  learxis  from  him

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when  he  is  ready  to  get  to  work  on  tbtini. 

I  encloatj  a  list  showing  tiio  exact  passages  Ur,  Burton  deleted  froa 
page  1614  to  the  end  of  tho  manuscript.    This  I  think  will  be  very  elear  to  you 
and  I  believe  that  after  checking  tfacin  over,  you  will  agree  with  Mr.  i'restoUj  whose 
fflemo  I  also  attach,  that  Ux*.  Burton  has  taKen  out  absolutely  nothing  of  iaportanoe 
but  has  helped  the  book  from  the  Aoerican  point  of  view. 

I  have  given  very  thoughtful  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  bringing 
the  book  out  as  you  wore  anxious  for  me  to  do  at  five  dollars,  but  this  Just  doesn't 
seen  to  be  possible.    It  will  run  to  nearly  u  thousand  pages  and  if  we  made  the  price 
as  low  as  that,  quite  apart  froo  the  fact  that  we  would  have  virtually  no  opportunity 
of  ever  making  any  money  out  of  it,  I  thirjc  the  booksellers  would  view  it  with  more 
than  ordinary  suspicion.    They  would  assume  that  something  was  very  wrong  with  it- 
otherwise  we  would  not  be  offering  it  at  a  price  so  far  below  the  average  market  price* 
I  had  always  thought  of  tho  book  realiy  as  a  two  volume ,  ten  dollar  affair^  but  I  think 
if  we  bring  it  out  in  two  volumes  at  seven-fifty,  that  would  be  about  rigbtt    On  that 
basis  we  will  have  to  sell  a  great  c^ny  copies  to  get  our  money  back,  but  I  agree  thit 
ten  dollars  would  be  high  in  tiiaea  liicu  tnese.    If  Uiss  iOirou  can  find  any  group,  in- 
dividual, or  organization  through  whom  copies  could  be  sold  in  quantity  to  your  poorer 
admirers,  we  are  prepared  to  maice  a  separate  edition  for  such  an  outlet,  in  one  Tolune 
at  five  dollars,    hut  whether  this  can  be  done  or  not  remains  to  be  seen.

This  morning 
when  yo\ir  cable  eamo/  I  sent  Kellle  s^SOO*  by  Asisrican 
Express* 

All  the  leading  metropolitan  newspapers  carried 
front  page  stories  of  Prank's  demise  and  several  columns 
of  biographical  sketches  including  his  portrait.  The 
following  morning  newspapers  again  carried  several  ool« 
tuns  of  blographteal  data  and  several  of  the  newspapers 
wrote  editorials  recognizing  Frank's  talent  and  skill 
as  a  writer* 

On  April  2nd  I  sent  Nellie  $1»000,  and  on 
April  8th  I  sent  her  J$l»400.  and  on  Uay  22nd  Z  sent 
her  spBOO.  (this  is  apart  from  what  I  sent  P^ank),  and 
I  told  her  to  put  it  in  her  per?^--"!  account  and  not 
tell  PrCink  about  it.    This  she  wro^e  me  she  did.  I 
asked  her  to  keep  the  money  for  an  emergency.  I'he 
present  is  the  energeney*    I  eannot  understand  what 
she  did  with  all  the  money  inasnuch  as  Frank  did  not 
know  she  had  it.    However,  I  assure  you  I  am  doing 
my  level  best  to  keep  her  In  funds  and  to  help  hor 
in  every  way. 

I  even  used  Rank's  death  to  get  her  the 
letters  back  from  Newton, which  Newton  promised  me 
he  would  give  l^ellie  and  I  cabled  the  news  to  Nellie 
the  same  day  to  that  effect.    I  also  took  advantage 
of  the  sad  news  to  try  and  get  Liitchell  ^^nnerley 
to  assign  certain  copyrights  to  Kellie.    In  the  past 
two  years,  I  sueoeeded  in  getting  nearly  every  eopy- 
rll^t  that  Frank  had  in  the  name  of  the  publisher, 
assigned  to  Nellie.    Uitchell  Kennerley  was  the  only 
one  who  refused  to  do  it« 

I  hope  this  letter  finds  you  in  good  health* 
Vilth  love  and  beat  wishee  to  you,  I  am.

Your  letter  of  Sept.  1st  with  enclosure  of 
a  copy  of  your  letter  to  Nelly  of  the  sane  date  reached 
me  safely.     I  have  at  once  written  her  Eurgestlng  that 
she  atide  "by  everything  you  advise.    As  a^matter  of  fact. 
It  iras  hardly  necesBary,    No  one  can  have  greater  confi- 
dence In  you  than  she  has.    As  to  myself,  I  do  not  have 
to  repeat  it  again  that  I  v;ould  trust  you  not  only  'vl'h 
"my  fortune"  but  with  my  life.     I  don't  mean  merely 


your  legal  capacity  to  protect  our  interests.     I  mean  It 
more  in  your  splendid  Juu^ment  and  in  your  spiritual 
quality  as  a  friend.
